other construction but a peremptory one 
should be pat on that portion of section 
1084 of tbe Political Code giving the 
time when 
registration shall begin 


while others are equally certain that tho 
time clause is merely directory, 
Tho 


section is plain enough and is as follows 


"There shall be in each of tho coun- 


ties and cities and counties in the state 
[whtn required by tho board of super- 
visors) a new and complete registration 
of the voters of each counties, and 
citicti und counties who are entitled 
ihereto, and,who apply with the proper 
proof. Such 
registration shall coin- 


nence 100 days before a general el cc 
•ion and shall continue for eighty-five 
days thonce next ensuing, when such 
-egistration shall cease." 


There are no its or buts about this 


and it is absolutely required that the 
registration sball begin 100 dava before a 
•general election. To begin "earlier or 
ater would clearly be to violate tbe law. 
Of course, whether the law is a good one 
or not is not considered in this point ot 
view. 


An interesting opinion has been re- 


ceived by County Clerk Williams on the 
point in question. It was written by J. 
A. Cooper, a prominent Ukiah attorney, 
at the request of tbe county cleric of 
Mendocino county. 


"Tbe question for determination," says 


Attorney Cooper, "ia as to whether or 
not the language of thia flection ia direc 
tory or mandatory. 
In otner words, if 


the clerk of tbe county haa prepared the 
register and enrolled the names thereon, 
euch roEietration 
having been made 


more than 100 days before the general 
election, is snch registration valid, and 
me the parties whose names wero there- 
on morn than 100 daya betore tbo elec- 
tion entitled to vote? 


"In answering this question, it will be 


noticed that tho constitution of tho etata 
of California, Article II, section 1. pro- 
vides that 'Every male citizen of the 
United States and every naturalized citi- 
zen who shall have become euch ninety 
daya prior to any election, of tbe age of 
21 years, who shall have beon a resident 
of tbo state ouo year next preceding the 
election, and of the county in which he 
claims his vote ninety days, and in tho 
election precinct thirty days, shall bo 
entitled to vote at all elections which are 
now or may beroffter he authorized by 
law.' 


It has been hcUI in some 


Btates that under a provioion of tbe con- 
stitution, similar to tbo one jaet quoted 
from our own state, that tha legislature 
has no power to impose us an additional 
condition that the voters shall bo re- 
quired to register, but in most ot. the 
Mtatcs. and I think by tho best consid- 
ered iiuthoritiee, it is lit Id that tho legis- 
lature baa tho power to provide for regis- 
tration ot voters in a reasonable manner 
and under reasonable rules and roRiila- 
tjono, and that the condition of requiring

Tbo oight grounds of challenge are next 
given, there being no such ground of 
challenge ad that the name of the person 
olTflriDg bio vota is improperly on the 
register. "It lollowo," continued the 
opinion, "that a person whoso name la 
on ihe register, whether properly placed 
Lbero or riot, if qualified by the constitu- 
tion to vote, has tlie absolute right to 
vote without regard to tho question of 
time as to when bis nemo wan placed 
upon such register, 


"I think tho provisions of section 1004 


pf tho Political Code as to when the reg- 
istration shall commence are purely di- 
rectory. There ia no penalty attached 
to registration in any other way or at 
any other time.

the designated time. 


A decision of the supremo court oi 


Wisconsin in the caso of the State va. 
Baker, 38 Wie., 71, is next cited. The 
question decided in this is similar aa to 
the one under coneideration. Certain 
votes had been thrown out on the ground 
that the regialoi used was not prepared 
according to statute. It appeared that 
thene registers were imperfectly pro- 
pared in that the names of tho "voters 
were not alphabetically arrange-! and 
their residences were omitted, etc. The 
supreme court held that as the pttrtios 
voting were qualified to vote and as 
their names were on the register, though 
not )Q the manner prescribed by law, 
thev voted legally.
